Herie 
aré two on three recipes for plain' 
puddings: 
' -Soak your dry-bread in boiling 
milk or in milk and -water if short 
of milk. When well soaked, beat it 
up w'ith a fork and add currants 
and sugar according to taste and an 
egg well beaten. Mix aU thorough­ 
ly together. A little nutmeg might 
be added by way of flavoring. 
Put 
it into a buttered basin, tie a cloth 
jover and boil about two hours. 


Another recipe is as follows: Soak 
-the dry crusts in boiling water in 
a basin, covering-it closely. 
Then 
strain off the water and beat up the 
bread, adding about a quarter of a 
pound of chopped suet, three table- 
spoonfuls of sugar and a few cur­ 
rants or raisins.^ Beat up an egg 
well and stir it in, with enough milk 
■to moisten. Put the mixture into a 
buttered pie dish and bake for one 
hour. 


A third variety of pudding is of­ 
ten made with thin slices of bread, 
buttered and placed in layers in a 
pie dish, each layer being sprinkled 
with sugar and currants. Then pour 
over it an egg, beaten in a little 
milk. Bake for haß an hour.

A barrel on wheels should be at 
the kitchen door of every house, in 
which to pour the slops and other 
wastes and then wheeled off and 
emptied around some grapevine, 
fruit tree or something else away 
from the house. If you don’t have 
the barrel cart, get a couple of gal­ 
vanized pails at your racket store. 
They can be had for about 20 cents- 
They make good receptacles for 
slops and should be carried out and 
emptied on the garden flower bed or 
spread on the lawn. Spread around 
in this way they will do no harm. 
It is the dumping the filth in one 
place for a number of years that 
does damage. 


Do away with the back yard and 
make it all front yard.

meat scraps and bread crusts at the 
back kitchen door to look out on, 
plant a bed of zinnias or other flow­ 
ers. The ground is very rich there, 
and flowers will grow luxuriantly.

An iiiyestigatîôh of *4hc potato tub- 
4er is>%ing carried on in thc^depart-i 
?iheiît of chemist^ oî the agricultural 
■experiment station of the University 
„of.:lllinois. The aim of the investi­ 
gation is to improve, the potato yield 
and quiility and to increase-the nu­ 
tritive value of, the tubers by increas­ 
ing the protein content. 


The work was suggested by the fact 
the'potato probably forms the staple 
food of more human beiiigs than any 
other food product except rice. It is 
the fifth crop in yalue in the slate of 
Illinois, which is not generally con­ 
sidered a potato producing state. It 
is true, however, that the potato alone 
has too large a starch content to make 
it a balanced food. This fact has been 
the cause of much ill-feeding, starva­ 
tion and disease in sections of coun­ 
tries where potatoes were plentiful, 
but high protein foods scarce and 
costly. 


Indiyidual potatoes have been found 
in~their present state of cultivation 
without special selection, which vary 
from 1.5 per cent to nearly 4 per cent 
protein, calculated to the fresh sub­ 
stance of the potato,/)r from 7 per 
cent to«21^per cent calculated to the 
dry substance, the remainder being 
practically al? starch. 


It is thought that a variety of po­ 
tatoes giving fair yields of tubers 
with an average protein content as 
high as the best figures already found- 
would be of incalculal>le' benefit to 
the consumer, and there is no reason 
to believe that this cannot be done, 
as analogous changes have been made 
in corn, sugar beets and other agri­ 
cultural products.'

The clerk read the house moving or­ 
dinance introduced at the last meeting. 
Aid. Babb moved its adoption. 
Aid. Kennedy a sk ^ about the chargcis 
for cutting wires. He was told that the 
last house mover had been ohligM to.pay 
Miss Fanny Hook IS for cutting wires 
and no wires were cut, only raised up. 


The mayor said that waa between the 
two parties. 


Aid. Kennedy—What protection has & 
roan in such a case? 


The mayor said in the last case the 
house had stood for three days and the 
owner had l>een required to move <m. 


Aid. Kennedy ^ id the man waa Im­ 
posed on and it wasn’t right. He moved 
that all wire moving expenses l»e paid 
direct to the city. 


Aid. Babb said the ordinance practi­ 
cally provided for that. 


Engineer Brown was caljed on and said 
Jt would be better for the house movers 
to deal directly with the street car com­ 
pany and the gas company, for it would 
be a roundabout way otherwi.se and the 
city should not have any responsibility 
for the wire moving. 
As for the case 
mentioned by Aid. Kennedy the street car 
company had their tower wagon on hand 
three nights ready to do the wire cutting. 


Aid. Kenendy still claimed there wa.s no 
suitable protection for the house m«)ver. 
All the wires were low and the com­ 
panies had many privileges and had no 
responsibilitle.s. 


The mayor told him to prepare an 
amendment. 


Aid. Moore agreed. 
He said the com­ 
panies .should not be allowed to charge 
more than $5 for moving wires or cutting 
them. 


Aid. Kennedy said these companies paid 
nothing for the u.so of the streets and 
should move their wires free. 


Aid. Vaught agreed, but said the mat­ 
ter .should be covered by anoth«*r ordin­ 
ance. 


Mr. Cherry .said he had been asked 1500 
for moving some wires and had cut a 
hou.se in two to avoid it. 


Aid. Govela fully agreed with Aid. Ken­ 
nedy. 


Al«l. Babb said this ordinance was ' to 
protect the city. It should be passed. 


Aid. <’obb thought both sides should be 
protected. 
He didn’t think a company 
.should charge S5 for moving a wire. 


The mayor—ile is stretching that some. 
Mr. Cherry—Just right. 
Aid. Govela—The pe«>ple should l)e pro­ 
tected and the companies should not be 
allowed to extort. 


Replying 
to 
Aid. 
Vaught 
Engineer 
Brown .said he uiulerstood the gas com­ 
pany never charged for cutting or moving 
their wires. The city’s wires were moved 
at co.st. 


Aid. Vaught called attention to the pro­ 
vision retniiring the moved house not to 
obstruct crossings, .street car tracks, rail­ 
road tracks, etc. 
He was opposed to 
mentioning street and railroad tracks, 
for they were able to take care of them- 
•selvos, and he moved they be left out of 
the ordinance entirely. 


Aid. -.^oore—These tracks are public car­ 
riers and should be just as much protect­ 
ed as any other porperty. 


Engineer Brown—These tracks are com­ 
mon carriers and their rights are the 
people’s rights, for if the iieople arc us­ 
ing these tracks they should not be com­ 
pelled to wait. All people lawfully using 
the streets should be protected for the 
general good. 


Aid. Vaught—Aid. Kenn«*dy is right, but 
the abuse should bt* corrected in another 
measure. 
Don’t leave the house mover 
to the mercy of street car or railroad com­ 
panies. Compel them to be reasonable In 
their charges for 
cutting 
or 
moving 
wires. 


Aid. Kennedy 
moved that all 
com­ 
panies be obliged to cut their wire.s free 
of charge when necessary for the moving 
of a house. 


Aid. Vaught—That Is hardly germane. 
The mayor—ThUs ordinance Is to protect 
the city and Is like one already passed, 
but it was not passed by the necessary 
majority. 
The railroads and others are 
public utilities and used for the public 
good and when people want to go any­ 
where they are entiled to protection and 
the ability to go when they get starte«l 
and not be kept back by other obstruc­ 
tions. 
This Is a necessary measure to 
protect the city’s interests and If you want 
to cover the other matters make a sepa 
rate law. 


Engineer Brown—If you want an ordln 
ance prepared for this purpose I can ac 
commodate you. 


Aid. Vaught—In that case I withdraw 
my amendment. 


On motion of Aid. Moore the ordinance 
was adopted. 


Aid. Johnson moved the ordinance com 
mlttee be instructed to prepare an ordln 
ance in consonance with the suggestions 
made. Carried. 


Tho mayor—1 still think Mr. Cherry was 
off on that J500. 


Mr. Cherrj’—I give you my word of 
honor that they told me It would cost 
to 1500 for each company and I cut the 
house In two before I would submit to It 
You should treat everybody alike.
